Hello Mr. Duckworth, 

How have you been?? We are in receipt of the parking study performed by CEA. A cursory review of the cover page listing all the proposed parking 
improvement items are many!! Given the number of existing staffing and current minimum 6 weeks backlog, it will take some time before we can 
get to these proposals. My Section will handle all parking items that lie within a Parking Meter Zone (PMZ), which most if not all the items listed are 
in. Items relative to install / removal / modification of Turn and Peak Hour restrictions, Taxi Zone, and Permit Parking are handled by my counterpart 
at the District Office, Franchise Regulations., and Parking Permit Div., respectively. I will be coordinating these efforts accordingly. 

Items such as removal of "Warning - Read Posted Signs Before Parking" are relatively simple and can be investigated and work order by one of our 
new Engineering Aide that we recently acquired. This type of sign has not been replaced or maintain for a while and its installation may not be 
considered necessary here at this time. We do not recommend the BID to remove these official city signs unless authorized by this Dept. 

We appreciate the offer to assist and we may take you up on that since most of the parking improvement proposals will require petition process. We 
will be sending you petition on items needing valid petition.
